OPA Is Told to ‘Liberal- 
ize’ Rates, Use Local 
Costs as Yardstick, Re- 
solve Doubts in Land- 
lords’ Favor. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (AP)— 
Maj. Gen. Philip Fleming, director 
of the Office of Temporary Con- 
trols, said today he has instructed 
regional OPA offices to “liberal- 
ize” rents in “hardship cases.” 

Fleming made the statement to 
reporters after discussing rent 
control with President Truman. 
The President told his news con- 
ference yesterday that he favored 
continuation of nation-wide rent 
controls and that responsibility 
for any changes now rested with 
Congress. 

Fieming said he and the Pres- 
ident did not come to any decision 
in their talk but covered the 
ground very thoroughly. 

He said his instructions to lib- 
eralize rents in what he called 
“hardship cases” were given earli- 
er this week at a conference here 
of regional OPA directors. 

That would allow an increase in 
rents in cases where the present 
ceilings impose a hardship on the 
landlord. 

Where there is any doubt about 
rents, Fleming explained, the re- 
gional directors are under instruc- 
tions to resolve that doubt in 
favor of the landlords. Local 
costs, he explained, will be the 
yardstick in determining whether 
rents are too low. 

Fleming emphasized that his 
orders do not mean a break in 
the general iine of rent controls. 
Rather, he said, they are simply 
designed to correct local situa- 
tions where rents of some prop- 
erties may be lower than those of 
conrparable properties in the same 
area. 


Notice from Washington of the 
liberalizing of rent in 
lations in hardship cas 
been received here, the St. Louis 
office of the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration, reported today. 

OPA: officials said an average 
of 200 applications were received 
monthly by the office here request- 
ing adjustments under existing 
hardship rent increase regulations. 
A majority of these applications do 
not qualify for increases, officials 
reported. 


50,000 GALLONS OF WATER

Some of Documents Contain Information on 
Officials—Loss Revealed When Peurifoy 
Is Named Marshall Aid.

of the State Department's most 
carefully guarded secret papers 
have disappeared, it was learned 
here today.

These files contain information 
collected by undercover operatives 
who have investigated the person- 
al lives and political backgrounds 
of United States diplomats and 
clerical employes, 

Many such investigations have 
been made to check the suitability 
of personnel for posts of trust in 
the department. 

At least a part of these papers 
are now in the possession of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
it is reported.

20 DEATHS IN STATE HOSPITAL 
SHORT OF TRAINED PERSONNEL 


Rhode Island Fatalities in 12-Day. 
Period Laid in Part to 
Lack of Help. 
PROVIDENCE, RI, Jan. 24 
(UP)—A shortage of trained per- 
sonne] at the Rhode Island State 
Mental Hospital contributed to the 
death of 20 women in 12 days from 
influenza, authorities said today as 
they revealed that 15 other pa- 
tients still are in serious condi- 

tion. 

John F, Regan, superintendent, 
said that more than 500 of the hos- 
pital’s 3000 patients have been 
stricken with the disease in the 
past five weeks, but the epidemic 
now is believed under control. 
Regan said, “The disease got out 
of hand in its early stages simply 
because we don’t have enough 
doctors, nurses and trained at- 
tendants.” 

Regan’s announcement followed 
an address by the Rev. L. Louis 
Aber, hospital chaplain, who said 
the institution now is 300 patients 
above its capacity and that “the 
public would be terribly shocked 
if the real conditions were known,”

General Points to Huge 
Output Then — Tells

Washington Does. 


NEW. YORK, Jan. 24 (AP)— 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower raised 


his voice to a shout when he told 
the Bond Club of New York last 
night that “any country which can 
pour out all that we did in this 
war can build enough houses to 
take care of the veterans who 
went overseas to fight it.” 

Discussion of housing arose in 
a question period folowing the 
chief of staff's address to the club. 

“Take it (housing) to your 
hearts,” Eisenhower said. “See 
what you can do about it without 
waiting for Washington to do it.” 

Inviting their questions, Eisen- 
hower warned the investment 
bankers that “there is only one 
field in which I am more ignorant 
than I am about finance—and that 
is politics.” 

He said American occupation 
forces in Germany and Japan had 
been reduced to “the point of dan- 
ger.” He said he regarded con- 
tinued occupation of those two 
countries as among the greatest 
contributions the United States 
could make to future peace. 

Because they serve for only a 
short time in relation to the cost 
of their training, drafted men 
make “the most expensive type of 
soldiers,” Eisenhower said. © 

“The sooner we can desert selec- 
tive service the better it will be 
for this country,” he said. 

He urged his audience to “join 
our recruiting staff and help us 
get some men.”

Official Says One Specu- 
lator in Franklin Made 
16,000 Pct. Profit — 
Wants Gov. Green to 
Enter Inquiry.

BENTON, Ill, Jan, 24—The re- 
sale-of property in Franklin coun- 
ty by the County Board of Super- 
visors, which acquired the parcels 
to satisfy delinquent taxes, has 
netted one real estate speculator a 
prafit of about 16,000 per cent, 
State’s Attorney J, Max Mitchell 


said today. 

Gov, Dwight H. Green will be 
requested by Mitchell to enter the 
investigation of the handling of 
real estate by the Supervisors, 
who obtained 6385 parcels of prop- 
erty on bids totaling $1,857,609 
and sold them to individuals for 
a total of $64,494. Delinquent 
taxes, penalties and interest on 
the property amounted to $2,257,- 
131, Mitchell said, which would 
place the tax loss to county tax- 
payers at about $2,192,637. 

The 16,000 per cent profit on an 
investment was made by Richard 
Johnson, a former mail carrier, 
who'is now in the real estate and 
small loan business in Thompson- 
ville. Among the 719 parcels of 
property he bought for a total of 
$462 was a six-room frame duplex, 
owned by a soldier who had 
served in the South Pacific. 
Mitchell said Johnson resold the 
duplex property in West Frankfort 
for $200. The price Johnson paid 
for it was about 64 cents. 

Says Supervisors Blocked Him. 

Mitchell, who has been investi- 
gating the real estate deals for 
two years, said he had decided to 
call on the Governor, because he 
was “blocked at every turn by 


members of the Board. of Super- 
visors” wi 


He has asked for a grand jury 
investigation, he said, but’ the 
board appoints members of the 
grand jury and it always appoints 
friends, who refuse to take up the 
matter. The sheriff, who also has 
power to appoint grand jury mem- 
bers, obtains funds for the opera- 
tion of his office, Mitchell said, 
from the board. 

“When I tried to take up. the 
matter in a board meeting,” he 
said, “they adjourned before per- 
mitting me to open my mouth.” 

In his investigation, Mitchell 
said, he had been able to learn 
that the Supervisors appointed 
their chairman, Roy Dye, to act 
as the board’s agent in the resale 
of the 6385 pieces of property. O* 
the 6385 pieces, he said, Dye sold 
4405 to'six individuals for a total 
price of $2241, or a little more 
than 50 cents each. 

Statement by Dye. 

Dye, an elderly farmer, was 
playing rummy in a tavern in 
Christopher when he told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today that he 
thought he “got the best price 
possible for the property.” He 
said that all the Supervisors 
wanted to do was to get the land 
back on the tax books on a cur- 
rent basis. 

“I could have given it away and 
accomplished the same thing,” he 
said, 

He denied that any of the prop- 
erty had been purchased by him- 
self or other members of the 
board. Mitchell had received re- 
ports that Dye and other super- 
visors had purchased 10 parcels. 
Dye said he received a salary of 
$7 a day and mileage for acting 
as agent in the sales, and said he 
“thought the speculators should 
have made a profit when they re- 
sold.” 

No effort was made by Dye to 
obtain an estimate of the market 
value of the property by having

2 New Houses to Have No Plumbing 
In Dispute Over County Zone Law 


Two houses being built on Cliff 
Cave road, Lemay, will be com- 
pleted in the near future, but they 


will have no plumbing, Emil 
Behnke, contractor building the 
houses, said today. 

“T'll just complete them up to 
the point where the plumbing is 
to go in and they will just stand 
there until someone does some- 
thing,” Behnke said. 

The St. Louis County Planning 
Commission's refusal to grant 
Behnke building permits is what 
will cause the houses to stand 
empty, Behnke said. The Commis- 
sion last night unanimously re- 
jected Behnke’'s request for rezon- 
ing the area so that zoning regu- 
lations would conform with the 
development he has undertaken. 


Commission Member Herbert 


Faust said Behnke had proceed- 
ed with plans for developing the 
plot in lots only 75 feet wide in 
an area zoned for 100-foot lots, al- 
though he was aware of the zon- 
ing regulations. Behnke applied 
for the zoning change after be- 
ing refused occupational permits, 
without which he cannot install 
plumbing, Faust said.

Behnke admitted he was baffled. 
“I don’t know exactly what I will 
do,” he said. “I guess I will take 
the matter to court to attempt to 
force the commission to rezone 
the property so I can rent the 
houses.” : 


POSTWAR HIGH MARK FOR 
COMMODITIES AT WHOLESALE 


Labor Bureau Index for 900 Ad- 
vances to 140.8 Pct. of 1926 
Average. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (AP)— 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics re- 
ported yesterday that wholesale 
commodity prices rdse to a “new 
postwar high” for the week ended 

Jan, 18. 

The Bureau’s index for 900 
commodities rose 0.6 per cent to 
140.8 per cent of the 1926 average. 
It was 0.7 per cent higher than a 
month earlier, 32 per cent than a 
year ago, 65.1 above January ‘1937 
and 46.8 higher than January 
1929. 

Market prices for farm products 
went up 0.1 per cent for the week, 
but food market prices, led by 
butter, went down 0.2 per cent. 

Building materials, textiles, and 
metals went up in a 1.3 per cent 
advance for commodities other 
than farm products and food. 

The statement said the steel in- 
dustry was continuing “revision 
of its price structure” and added 
“prices for farm machinery, wash- 
ing machines and refrigerators, 
hardware and other steel products 
increased, reflecting higher steel 
costs.” ,

Plan for States Which. 


Would Delegate Cen- 
tral Government’s Pow- 
ers to Be Put Before 
Big 4 in Moscow, 


PARIS, Jan. 24 (AP) — The 
French Government today offered 
a two-stage proposal for convert- 
ing Germany into a federation of 


states. The plan calls for a fed- 
eralized central administration 
both under and after military oc- 
cupation. 

The Foreign Office, which an- 
nounced the plan, said it had dis- 
patched two detailed memoranda 
to other members of the Big Four 
foreign ministers for discussion 
when they meet in Moscow in 
March to begin work on the Ger- 
man treaty. 

The first of these dealt with the 
establishment of state and federal 
government organs under the su- 
pervision of the Allied military 
government and the second con- 
cerned Germany’s post-occupation 
constitution. Both would grant a 
preponderance of power to the 
state governments and _ restrict 
the federal government to author- 
ity specifically delegated by the 
states. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said the proposal sought to undo 
the consolidation of the old Ger- 
man states under Prussian rule, 
and at the same time provide the 
central government with enough 
strength to give @ermany a na- 
tional identity. 

No Special Status for Ruhr. 

Release of the details of the 
plan coincided with the first 
meeting of Premier Paul Rama- 
dier’s new 1l-party cabinet in 
which Georges Bidault, the na- 
tion’s spokesman through the 
Paris peace conference, again is 
the Foreign Minister. The impli- 
cation was that the project had 
the indorsement of all parties. 

Neither stage of the proposal 
envisions any special status for 
the Ruhr valley, and this appears 
to be a departure from previously 
expressed French views on Ger- 
many. The French long have 
demanded internationalization of 
the Ruhr and severance of the 
Rhineland from the Reich of the 
future. 

The first stage seeks to estab- 
lish a statute delineating federal 
and state powers throughout Ger- 
many while assuring continued 
strict Allied control over central 
administration, the Foreign Of- 
fice spokesman said. 

The French proposal recalls for- 
mer United States Secretary of 
State James F.. Byrnes’s statement 
last October. He said the Amer- 
ican people, “for our own security 
as well as for the welfare of the 
German people,” did “not want to 
see’ an over-centralized govern- 
ment in Germany which can dom- 
inate the German people instead 
of being responsible to their dem- 
ocratic will.”

pluses for sale to undernourished 
countries at cut-rate prices was 
made today by the United Nations 
Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion’s preparatory commission. The 
report also recommended interna- 
tional machinery for stabilizing 
prices of farm products moving 
into regular commercial markets. 
Production of surpluses to feed 
the needy in backward and un- 
developed countries is to be pre- 
ferred, the commission said, to 
the production control many coun- 
tries practiced during the 1930s. 
The report, drafted after three 
months of study, was released at a 


*time when such major food export- 


ing countries as the United States 
are anticipating an early return of 
price depressing gsurpluses and 
some of their leaders were sug- 
gesting a return to production 
controls, 

Idea Advanced by U.S. 

The United States delegate, 
Under Secretary of Agriculture 
N. E, Dodd, said in a statement 
that the United States advanced 
the idea “of using excess supplies 
to support special food programs 
to improve the diets of the most 
needy groups...” 

Dodd said the commission has 
“broken new ground with signifi- 
cant recommendations.”

Only 25 of the original 28 de 
fendants were in court. Former 
Foreign Minister Yosuke Matsu- 
oka and Adm. Osami Nagano, 
chief of the Navy general Staff at 
the time of Pearl Harbor, died 
since the trial opened. Dr. Shu- 
mei Okawa, a propagandist, was 
declared insane and confined to a 
hospital. However, he is being 
tried in absentia on the possibility 
he later might be pronounced 
sane. 

The defense Monday will pre-’ 
sent a motion for dismissal. If 
that is denied, the tribunal has 
promised the defense a two-week 
adjournment to prepare its case. 

4,000,000 Werds of Testimony. 

The tribunal heard more than

NEW COSMIC RAY DISCOVERIES 
BY RUSSIANS ARE REPORTED 


LONDON, Jan. 24 (AP)—The 
Moscow radio today reported new 
discoveries by Soviet cosmic ray 
researchers, disclosed at a meeting 
of the physico-mathematical de- 
partment of the U.S.S.R. Academy 
of Sciences in Moscow. 

"It was established that cosmic 


rays contain components capable |° 


of penetrating through a great 
thickness of substance,” the broad- 
cast said. “These components pro- 
duce phenomena, analysis of which 
compels us to alter in Many re- 
spects our conception of the com- 
position of cosmic rays. 

“In the course of study it has 
been proved that, side by side with 
earlier known components of Cos- 
mic rays—neutrons and electrons 
—there exist yet other. compon- 
ents, called balutrons. Passing 
through a powerful magnetic field, 
the balutrons lighted controlled 
meon lamps through a_ special 
meter which registers cosmic 
rays.” 

The new apparatus, the “ionized 
telescope,” the broadcast said, has 
“considerably aided" the _ re-

The amount of savings which 
the city expects would result from 
the proposed transfer of City Sani- 
tarium to the state was questioned 
yesterday by H, J. Mohler, super- 
intendent of Missouri Pacific Hos- 
pital 

Mohler, a member of the Citi- 
zens’ Tax Commission appointed 
by the Mayor to devise means for 
mew revenue and to recommend 
economies in present expenditures, 
said that he was not convinced 
there would be any Substantial 
savings from the proposed trans- 
fer. 

A saving in excess of $750,000 an- 
nually has been estimated by Di- 
rector of Public Welfare Henry S. 
Caulfield if the care of insane pa- 
tients were taken over by the state. 
The transfer of the sanitarium has 
been recommended by Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann and by the 
Governmental Research Bureau. 
It was previously recommended 
by former Mayor Bernard F. Dick- 
mann and by Griffenhagen & As- 
sociate# a firm of governmental 
specialists which made a complete 
survey of St. Louis government in 
1941. 


Donnelly’s Proposal. 

Mohler said proposals by Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly to raise the fee 
which the State charges’ counties 
for caring for insane patients 
would eliminate most of the esti- 
mated savings. He said that the 
Governor recommended raising 
this fee from $6 monthly to $25 
monthly. 

He said also that he thought 
that the State would refuse to ac- 
cept about 1000 of the 3400 pa- 
tients at the Sanitarium on the 
ground that they required cus- 
todial care only. These patients 
would remain the charge of the 
city, he said, and no saving would 
result on these if the sanitarium 
was transferred. 

Caulfield’s Answer. 

Mohbler’s statements were an- 
swered by Caulfield, who said that 
all patients in the sanitarium were 
legally committed as insane per- 
sons. “If these patients are not 
properly qualified for State insti- 
tutions, then they are not quali- 
fied for the city’s,” Caulfield said. 
“The State would have to take 
over our patients. Our policy is 
mot to take patients who are not 
in need of institutional care.” 

Caulfield said most opposition 
to the proposed transfer of the 
institution came from persons 
who feared that patient-relatives 
would be moved to some other 
State institution and from em- 
ployes who feared the State would 
establish lower wage rates at the 
institution. 

More Facilities Needed. 

He said he knew of no way in 
which the present cost of opera- 
tion of the sanitarium might be 
cut, except, perhaps, some by 
small anticipated reduction in the 
price of food. If the city keeps 
the sanitarium, he said, it must 
make plans to provide additional 
facilities. The institution now has 
almost 1100 patients in excess of 
its rated capacity of 2300, he 
pointed out. 

President of the Board of Alder- 
men Albert L. Schweitzer and 
Mrs. Clara Hempelmann, chair- 
man of the aldermanic committee 
on public welfare, appeared be- 
fore the tax commission to urge 
that body to recommend the 
transfer of the sanitarium. Alder- 
man Vernon H. Riehl, a member 
of the public welfare opposed it 
on the ground that care at the 
institution was superior to that 
provided in State institutions.

(Dem.), Massachusetts, the Demo- 
cratic whip, urged “affirmative 
leadership” to fight what he 
termed a wave of Communism 
aimed at destroying the United 
States and all democracies. He 
said this wave “ig a part of the 
future military plans of the So- 
viet Union.” ' 
Representative Rankin (Dem.), 
Mississippi, unfurled a _ petition 
about 100 «feet long. He said 
thousands of Californians signed 
it in support of plans of the Un- 
American Activities Committee to 
give a “good airing” to alleged 
“Communist influences” in Holly- 
wood, 
Stretching it across the House 
chamber, Rankin yelled that Com- 
munists must be driven from pub- 
lic life, the movies and radio. He 
called for a “housecleaning” in 
every Government department 
and “fumigation if necessary.” 

Committee Chairman Thomas 
(Rep.), New Jersey, announced to- 
day that a subpena has been 
served on Gerhard Eisler to ap- 
pear before the committee Feb. 6. 
The hearing will be open to the 
public, Thomas said. 
Eisler was identitied at a com- 
mittee hearing last year by Louis 
F. Budenz as the director of Com- 
munist party activities in the 
United States, Budenz, former 
editor of the Daily Worker, re- 
nounced Communism and became 
a teacher at Notre Dame and 
Fordham universities.

States of Germany” would be too 
centralized. 

France proposes that the states 
in the provisional period reserve 
all powers not expressly delegated 
to the federal government or re- 
tained by Allied forces, and that 
the states have exclusive” juris- 
diction’ over police, education, 
justice, public health and related 
fields. The state governments 
would be administered by German 
officials under Allied supervisors 
with veto powers. The Allied Con- 
trol Commission would rule on 
disputed points. 

‘The central administration in 
the provisional period would be 
divided between Allied and Ger- 
man officials, but with Allied per- 
sonnel continuing to direct all 
matters of finance and general 
economy: 

In the permanent post-occupa- 
tion structure, France proposes a 
German federal government in a 
federal district elsewhere than 
Berlin. It would consist of an 
executive, elected by the legisla- 
ture for a one-year term and re- 
sponsible to it; a one-house legis- 
lature for which each state would 
appoint four “senators” to four- 
year terms; and a supreme court 
which would operate much as the 
Supreme Court functions in the 
United States. 

Ministers under the president 
would be limited to five—foreign 
affairs, finance, food supply, trans- 
port and communications—with 
agriculture and national economy 
to be directed by a superior coun- 
cil of the corresponding ministers 
from each state government. The 
foreign minister would handle for- 
eign relations of the nation as a 
whole, Mut the states each would 
maintain diplomatic relations in 
affairs peculiar to themselves, 

The spokesman said France was 
not making any definite proposals 
at this time on the number or size 
of future German states until the 
foreign ministers agreed on a con- 
stitutional #structure., 

Meanwhile, in. Berlin the Amer- 
icans and British announced that 
their zones had concluded a trade 
agreement with the French zone 
for exchange of $6,600,000 in goods 
and materials during the first 
quarter of 1947. An. American- 
British trade agreement with the 
Russian zone for a $21,000,000 ex- 
change of goods was announced 
last weekend.

March. 

“This right to draft treaties was 
not grabbed,” Gousev snapped at 
last night's session, authoritative 
American sources reported.

The commission syggested that 
its program be carried out large- 
ly through intergovernmental 
agreements, one for each com- 
modity, such@as wheat, cotton, 
sugar, rice, tea, livestock prod- 
ucts; fruits and vegetables, cocoa, 
fats and vegetable oils, wool and 
timber. 


Orr Plan Rejected. 


The commission in effect re- 
jected a proposal by FAO’s direc- 
tor General Sir John Boyd# Orr 
that a world food board be set up 
with broad powers to buy, hold 
and sell commodities for the pur- 
pose of stabilizing prices and for 
diverting surpluses to needy areas. 
The United States, opposing 
concentration of such power in 
an international agency, had led 
the move to seek the same goals 
through intergovernment agree- 
ments. 

These would provide machinery 
for stabilizing prices of commer- 
cial exports at levels declared to 
be fair to producers and con- 
sumers alike. Importing as well 
as exporting countries would be 
parties. 

Exporting nations would be re- 

quired to maintain special _ re- 
serves to protect importing  na- 
tions as well as themselves against 
famine. They would be allowed 
to maintain, under international 
rules, other reserves for the pur- 
pose,of price stabilization. 
When prices tended to go too 
high, supplies would be sold from | 
the stabilization reserve. When 
prices tended to go too low, sup- 
plies would be diverted into’ these 
reserves.

CAA HEAD SAYS AIRLINES LET 
PILOTS TAKE TOO MANY RISKS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (UP)— 
Commercial airlines are permitting 
pilots to take too many chances 
with the lives of their passengers, 
according to Theodore P. Wright, 
civil ‘aeronautics administrator. 


Wright’s statement was made 


yesterday in testimony to _ the 
House Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee in its invegtigation of re- 
cent airline crashes. . 

The question was brought up by 
Representative Beckworth (Dem.), 
Texas, who wanted to know if 
Wright thought the airlines au- 
thorized too many risks, particu- 
larly in bad weather. 

“T do,” Wright said. “That is 
the kind of accident that is least 
excusable.” 

Wright said he did not want to 
be “too harsh” on the airlines. He 


explained that since the war “they 
have had to double the size of all 
operations in one year.” 


“T think they’re trying to do the 
best they can, but we’re going to 
keep a close watch,” Wright said. 


CAA, he said, intends to hire 
8 or 10 staff members who will 
fly “all the time in all kinds of 
weather” to check the airlines and 
make recommendations on ‘safety 
regulations and improvement of 
service. 

The Army Air Forces today of- 
fered to lend or lease 20 radar 
Ground Control Approach units in 
order to lessen the hazards of ci- 
vilian aviation. The offer was 
made to the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration, The Air Transport 
Association and other interested 
aviation groups. 

Air Force officers ‘say this 


many recent air crashes, A test 
installation of G.C.A. equipment 
has been made at Mitchel Field, 
N.Y. It enabled three aircraft to 
land safely in bad weather last 
week, the A.A.F. said.

ment for farm benefit payments 
in the next fiscal year. 

Testifying before the new Sen- 
ate Agriculture Committee, An- 
derson had answered questions on 
how much the existing price-sup- 
port program for farm products 
would cost the taxpayers. 

Anderson told the Senators that 
if employment and buying power 
remain at high levels, the price- 
support program might range 
from $150,000.000 to $3800,000.000 
next year. If general economic 
conditions drop, he said, the fig- 
ure might rise to one billion dol- 
lars or more, 

Pressed by Senator Alken 
(Rep.), Vermont, Anderson con- 
ceded he had urged a renewal of 
the $300,000,000 voted by Congress 
for the past two years.

SHIRTS, $3 DRESSES 


Retail Survey Shows Custom- 
ers Are Seeking Return to 
Prewar Price Levels. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 24 (AP)— 
Consumers are demanding $2.50 
broadcloth shirts, $3 housedresses 
and $1.98 sheets, a National Retail 
Dry Goods Association survey in- 
dicates. 

“The general price level sought 
by retail store customers is that 
which prevailed prior to the war, 
but retailers find their customers 
are willing to* accept partial prog- 
ress to that objective at this 
time,” said David H. Woog, direc- 
tor of the merchandise research 
division of the association. 


The survey covered 1890 stores 
throughout the country to deter- 
mine at what prices the public 
wants to buy 65 types of goods, 
including men’s and women’s and 
children’s clothing and home fur- 
nishings. Woog said results would 
be supplied to manufacturers as 
a guide to current demand. 


. “The American consumer is jus- 
tified today in expecting lower 
prices and goods of improved 
quality,” Woog said. 

He described consumer demands 
as “reasonable” because they ex- 
pect some increases to reflect 
higher manvffacturing costs and 
a time lag in which adjustments 
should come about. 


The survey showed that men 
want suits at $50 and $35, shorts 
at 50 cents, and pajamas at $5 
and $3.50; women want slips at 
$2.98, $1.98 and $3.98, and night- 
gowns at $3 and $4. 

Demand for children’s wear cen- 
ters at these price levels, the sur- 
vey indicated: Boys’ shoes at $5, 
suits at $20, shirts at $2 and $1.50 
and pajamas at $2; girls’ under- 
wear at $1, slips at $2; and a 
variety of infants’ and small chil- 
dren's wear including dresses, 
Playsuits and sweaters around §2. 

“The first step in achieving the 
Gesired price level is to stop fur- 
ther increases and then gradually 
get back to the level the consumer 
thinks is right and reasonable,” 
said Lew Hahn, association presi- 
Gent. “We realize full well that 
many manufacturers are up 
against rising costs in preparing 
their products, but we have the 
obligation of presenting to them a 
true picture of the market oppor- 
tumities by disclosing the funda- 
“mental demand.”

GLASGOW IN 26-DAY 
GARBAGE STRIKE 


Refuse Piles Up—Collectors, 
Now Getting $17.40, 
- Demand $20. 


GLASGOW, Jan. 24 (UP) — 
Glasgow's striking garbage col- 
lectors stayed at home today for 
the twenty-sixth day and the city 
yearned for a “pied bag-piper” 
who could lure away the rats.

CREDIT MAN TELLS BANKERS 


BUYER LOANS 


Says Retailers Are Working for More Cus- 
tomer Accounts to Move Big Quantity 


of Goods. 


How to move the vast amount 
of goods that will flood the mar- 
ket this year is one of the biggest 
problems facing industry, J. Gor- 
don Dakins, manager of the cred- 
it management division of the Na. 
tional Retail Dry Goods ASsocia- 
tion, told the national consume! 
and installment credit conference 
of the American Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation at Hotel Jefferson today. 


There has been a tightening of 
the nation’s econdmy, and money 
that was to have been spent for 
new automobiles, refrigerators and 
homes has dwindled because of 
strikes and plant shutdowns due 
to lack of materials, Dakins de- 
clared. 

“Money that was to have been 
used to buy these things has been 
applied to pay for ordinary living 
expenses,” he continued. “If the 
millions of families in the lower 
income brackets are to purchase 
their share of the goods of in- 
creased production this year, a 
considerable amount of consumer 
credit will be necessary.” 

Consumer credit, both of the 
charge account and installment 
loan varieties, expanded at record 
rates last year, with more than 


the end of November, or nearly 
three billions more than a year 
earlier, he said. 

Expansion of Credit. 

“It may well happen before the 
year is out that total outstanding 
consumer credit may reach 14 bil- 
lion dollars,” Dakins asserted. 
“And if the credit is granted 
soundly, a national income of 160 
billions can support it. Retailers 
faced as they are with heavier sal- 
ary burdens and geénerally aug- 
mented expenses, realize they can’t 
ride alohg on a prewar credit vol- 
ume. They know they will need a 
great many more credit accounts, 
and to get them they are planning 
and conducting solicitation cam- 
paigns right now, 

“The greatest danger to be 
faced in 1947 will be that of over- 
loading the consumer with too 
much credit. In case you have 
forgotten the Jones family that 
people used to try to live up to, 
it will be back in the public eye 
this year. During the war, with 
the scarcity of merchandise, the 
Jones family was marking time. 
This year, with more and more 
hard goods and other high-priced 
merchandise on sale, there will 
be a temptation on the part: of 
the public to buy more that it can 
afford. Only close credit check- 
ing, sensible terms, and a regular 
collection follow-up will keep the 
people who try to keep up with 
the Joneses from overbuying.” 

Discussing problems of bankers, 
Dakins said their main job was to 
sell themselves to the consuming 
public, 

“You’ve got to get rid of the 
thought that you are doing cus- 
tomers a favor by lending them 
money,” he told his banker lis- 
teners. “Instead, you must do ev- 
erything possible to let the cus- 
tomer know that you welcome his 
business, In reality he is doing 
you a favor by coming to your 
bank.”

them,” he told the bankers. 

“Probably the best way to en- 
courage the small business man is 
to -invite him to.talk over his 
business problems with you as his 
banker. The average small town 
banker is very close to the affairs 
of his community and is in an ex- 
cellent position to advise in mat- 
ters regarding business location; 
lease terms, rental payments, 
working capital needs and the 
need for keeping an adequate set 
of books. 

“We must realize that times 
have changed, and that the whole 
trend of bank credit is definitely 
toward installment credit, wheth- 
er it is loans to finance automo- 
biles, furniture, household appli- 
ances, commercial and private 
aircraft; loans for doctor bills or 
term installment loans to  busi- 
ness.” 

The bankers association meeting, 
first of its kind, is attended by 
about 1000 bankers and represen- 
tatives of business, industry and 
trade organizations. Sessions will 
be concluded tomorrow with C. W. 
Bailey, A.B.A, president, address- 
ing a meeting at Kiel Auditorium 
Opera House. 

Lag in Auto Credit. 

The lag in automobile produc- 
tion is reflected directly in the re- 
latively small amount of outstand- 
ing automobile installment credit, 
the meeting was told by Lee Mo- 
ran, executive vice president of 
the National Automobile Dealers’ 
Association, at this morning’s ses- 
sion. 

Automobile credit last October 
totaled about $447,000,000, or only 
20 to 25 per cent of the nearly two 
billions outstanding in the last 
prewar full year of production, hr 
said, “Even if this were to rise 
very rapidly it would be gome time 
before it would regain even its 
normal relationship with prewar 
years,” he added. 

Nevertheless, the country can 
look forward to a return to the 


prewar situation, in which Ameri- /¢ 


cans spent more money annually 
for automobiles than for any. oth- 
er item except food, he continued. 
Today the automobile is the great- 
est producer of a single consumer 
commodity in the nation, and the 
retailing of that commodity is 
firmly built along well established 
lines, he said.

REPORT ON OLD-AGE PENSION 
URGES USE OF PROPERTY LIEN 


Curb on Those Not in Need Is Necessary to 
Provide for Deserving, Says Missouri 
Public Expenditure Survey.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 24 — 


Survey, an organization devoted to 
furthering economical efficiency 
in government, today issued a re- 
port on a study of old-age pension 
payments in Missouri. On the basis 
of the study it urged the adop- 
tion of lien and recovery legisla- 
tion to be introduced i: the Legis- 
lature next week by Senator M. 
C. Matthes of Hillsboro.

A lien and recovery act removes 
the limitation on the amolnt of 
property one may own to be eligi- 
ble for a pension, but it places a 
lien on the property for recovery 
by the .tate of the amount paid 
in pensions to the property owner.‘

ence in other states had been that 
with lien and recovery acts in ef- 
féct the heirs of aged persons pre- 
ferred to take care of them rather 
than fail to inherit their property, 
and that thousands of applicants 
for pensions withdrew their appli- 
cations rather than have liens 
placed on their property. 
Property-Holding Estimate. 

A sampling of about 2000 cases, 
it was said, indicated that prop- 
erty owned by persons on Mis- 
sourl old-age pension rolls, in- 
cluding life insurance policies, ag- 
gregated between $40,000,000 and 
$45,000,000. 

Since September 1945, the survey 
reported pension rolls have in- 
creased in Missouri at the rate 
of %0 a month, or 6600 a year. If 
the increase continues at that rate, 
it said, there will be 125,000 pen- 
sioners by July 1, 1949, or 8000 
more than the peak number of 
117,000 in 1941. 


This increase has progressed 
notwithstanding the benefits de- 
rived under the federal old-age 
benefit system, which through the

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POWER POTENTIAL 


N LOWER STRETCH 
OF MISOUR NER 


FPC Engineer Calls At- 
tention to It in Report 
to Basin Interagency 
Group.

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Jan. 24—In 
a report to the Missouri Basin 
Inter-Agency Committee here last 
week, attention was called to the 
great potentiality for power pro- 
duction of the lower Missouri 


river, all the way to the mouth 
near St. Louis. : 

This statement, by an engineer 
of the Federal Power Commission, 
one of the member units of the 
Inter-Agency Committee, served 
to refute an argument frequently 
made in discussions of the pro- 
posed Missouri Valley Authority, 
that little power could be hoped 
for on the lower part of the 
stream in development of any 
multiple-purpose system. 

The FPC engineer, Lester C. 
Walker of Chicago, who spoke 
with the approval of his superior, 
B. H. Greene, FPC regional en- 
gineer and inter-agency represent- 
ative, reported that the potential 
power of the Missouri, between 
Gavins Point, 8S. D., and the 
mouth, was from 40 to 60 per cent 
of the potentiality of the entire 
Missouri basin. He said the pres- 
ent Pick-Sloan plan for develop- 
ment of the basin provided for 
less than one-third of the entire 
potentiality. 

In the 850-mile stretch of the 
river from Gavins Point to the 
mouth there is a fall of 770 feet 
and a potential generating Ability 
on the main stream of 10 to 15 
billion kilowatt hours a year, 
Walker reported. This would call 
for installed generating capacity 
with a rating of 2,000,000 to 
3,000,000 kilowatts, or about two 
and a half to four times that of 
the big Union Electric steam and 
hydro grid centered at St. Louis. 

Section Flat and Broad. 3 

This is the section of the Mis- 
souri valley that is fiat and broad, 
situated in a wide flood plain, in 
contrast to the stretches between 
earthen canyons or through moun- 
tainous terfitory upstream. One 
of those who has argued that 
power production would-be feasi- 
ble in this lower region has been 
former State Senator Claude, B. 
Ricketts of St. Louis, MVA ad- 
vocate, who was chairman of the 
Missouri state commission that in- 
vestigated the Missouri and Ten- 
neesee baSins in 1945. 

Walker pointed out, with refer- 
ence to the entire ‘Missouri valley, 
that development of the potential 
~power could not be recommended 
until this became economically 
feasible, with a market for the 
energy. FPC is not yet prepared 
to suggest when the extra would 
be needed in the lower basin, but 
it is making thorough economic 
studies along this line. 

The correspondent learned that 
the FPC inquiry into potential 
power showed that of the stretch 
below Gavins Point was scattered 
all the way to the mouth, not 
concentrated in any special por- 
tion, 

Engineers have in mind as one 
likely possibility for development 
of this power that it might be 
done in connection with establish- 
ment of slack-water navigation, 
through a series of numerous low- 
level dams, which would be ex- 
pected to inundate a minimum o% 
the rich agricultural land of the 
river bottom. 

It is apparent that this type of 
development would not result in 
the cheapest form of hydro-elec- 
tric production, but it would not 
be feasible unless it could be 
made to sell at a competitive 
price. Power generated in the 
more precipitate upper river 
doubtless would be cheaper, 

Below Gavins Point. 

The stretch of river below Ga- 
vins Point coincides generally 
with the semi-humid region, where 
flood control, navigation and 
power are the main desires in 
river management, contrasting 
with the region to the north and 
west, where irrigation and general 
water supply are of paramount 
importance and power also an es- 
sential for progress of an indus- 
trially backward section. 

Gavins Point, on the South Da- 
kota-Nebraska border, is about 90 
miles upstream from Sioux .City, 
Ia.. now the theoretical head of 
navigation. Gavins Point is the 
site of a future army dam in the 
Pick-Sloan plan, intended pri- 
marily for integration with power 
production at Fort Randall Dam, 
next upstream. 

Pick-Sloan has no provision for 
main-stream power generation be- 
low Gavins Point. It calls for rela- 
tively limited power output from 
some of the proposed dams on 
Osage river and tributaries, which 
so far have been blocked by Mis- 
souri opposition.

Diplomatic Row 


Bipartisan Foreign Policy Faces 
Crises in Resignation of Braden, 


Over Argentina 


Opposition to Messersmith Has Become 
Major Political Issue With Vandenberg 
Seeking Quick Settlement—First Big 
Decision for Marshall.

WASHINGTON. 
in the development of bipartisan 


foreign policy is the first task which Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall will find on his new desk. The crisis arises from the

partment position. 

This has caused assistant Sec- 
retary of State Spruille Braden 
to sumbit his resignation to Mar- 
shall, not merely as a matter of 
form, but with a positive request 
to be relieved if his views are not 
to be supported. Consequently, 
Marshall will be forced to make 
his first major decision almost be- 
fore he catches his breath. 

Behind this unfortunate situa- 
tion, there is a really shocking 
set of facts. For many months, of 
course, it has been known that 
Braden was in sharp disagree- 
ment with the sly, ambitious Am- 
bassador to the Argentine, George 
Messersmith. Braden has _ con- 
tinued to hurl imprecations at the 
Argentine dictat&® Juan Domingo 
Peron, whereas Messersmith has 
smoothly described this brassy 
new-fascist as a “true democrat” 
and warmly urged friendly ‘rela- 
tions with him. What is not 
known is the extent of open dis- 
loyalty in which Messersmith has 
indulged in this campaign against 
Braden. 

Beginning of Dispute. 

Not long after taking his post, 
Messersmith took to writing let- 
ters to Washington urging a pol- 
icy different from Braden’s. At 
Buenos Aires, despite the official 
attitude of his Government, he 
made no secret of his pro-Peron 
views. The whole humiliating 
squabble began to come into the 
open. 

The Argentine Government be- 
gan to exult over it. While James 
F. Byrnes was still abroad, Under 
Secretary of State Dean G. Ache- 
gs0n was forced to assert publicly 
that the State Department re- 
tained full confidence in Braden., 

Still worse was to come. At the 
beginning of December, Messer- 
gmith asked the department if he 
might come home for consulta- 
tion. Simultaneously, he seems to 
have let it be known in the Ar- 
gentine that he was returning to 
settle Braden’s hash. Public spec- 
ulation on the squabble was re- 
newed. This time Byrnes himself 
was able to review the situation 
with Braden. He too announced 
full confidence in his assistant 
secretary, and was about to for- 
bid Messersmith’s return when he 
received a second message from 
him. This time Messersmith as- 
serted that his health was in 
danger, and that he was forced 
to return to consult his doctors. 
Byrnes therefore reluctantly ap- 
proved the Messersmith trip. 

Messersmith Pieads Cause. 

Messersmith had hardly arrived 
in Washington, however, before it 
became evident that he was much 
more interested in his feud than 
in his health. As was proper, he 
pleaded his cause to both Byrnes 
and President Truman, and con- 
ferred fruitlessly with Braden. (In 
the course of these conferences, 
incidentally, he denied his letter- 
writing until confronted with the 
facts.) As was entirely improper, 
he also seized eVery possible op- 
portunity to build a political fire

lent to New Dealism. Messersmith 
pleaded the Peron cause to all 
and sundry in Washington. 

His widely circulated arguments 
aroused men of the stamp of the 
Republican undertaker-whip, Sen- 
ator Kenneth Wherry of Ne- 
braska, to perfect paroxysms of 
muddled statesmanship. Messer- 
smith thus succeeded in making 
the Argentine problem a major 
political issue. His intentions may 
have been good, But the results 
were inexcusable. 

It was at this juncture that 
Senator Vandenberg intervened. 
The Republican leader, recognizing 
the gross impropriety of an Am- 
bassador attacking his own chief's 
policies to members o¢ the Senate, 
has consistently avoided any meet- 
ing with Messersmith. He spoke 
on his own motion, when he dis- 
cussed hemisphere relations at 
Cleveland. Nevertheless, he clearly 
implied the need for a change in 
the Braden line on the Argentine, 
He did so, without advance con- 
sultation with the State Depart- 
ment. And he has subsequently 
let it be known that his first ad- 
vice to Secretary of State Mar- 
shall would be to take steps to 
solve the Argentine problem and 
restore hemisphere relations to 
their former good neighborliness. 

Marshall in 3-Cornered Box. 

Secretary Marshall therefore 
now finds himself in a sort of 
three cornered box. In one corner 
is Messersmith. By openly attack- 
ing. departmental policy, Messer- 
smith has raised the issue of dis- 
cipline within the service. In 
another corner is Braden,  sup- 
ported by Under Secretary Dean 
G. Acheson, whose opinion should 
weigh strongly with his old friend 
Marshall. By asking to be sup- 
ported or relieved, Braden has 
crystallized the policy issue. In 
the third corner are the Senate 
Republicans led by Vandenberg. 
Those o7 the type of Wherry warit 
a straight Messersmith appease- 
ment policy. Vandenberg merely 
asks for a settlement, but he asks 
for that with some insistence. Yet 
even Vandenberg’s intervention 
will raise the issue of final re- 
sponsibility for bipartisan foreign 
policy. 

Although his views are not 
known, it is almost unthinkable 
that Secretary Marshall will plump 
completely for the Messersmith 
viewpoint. By doing so, he would 
perLaps sacrifice the help of Ache- 
son, who has been asked to stay 
on by President Truman at Mar- 
shall’s request. What is much 
worse, he would certainly give the 
brash Peron the chance to claim 
a great diplomatic triymph at 
American expense. On the other 
hand he will find it equally diffi- 
cult to plump completely for Brad- 
en. With all his virtues, Braden 
has ignored the rule of speaking 
softly unless you carry a big stick. 
Perhaps the best way out would be 


under his enemy. Braden was 
mever popular in the Senate, 


to get rid of both men and start 
afresh, 


RADIOACTIVE SHALE 
FOUND IN SWEDEN, 


SCIENTIST ASSERTS 


Chemist Says Government Is 
Mining It for Oil, Lacks 
Atom ‘Know How.’ 


CHICAGO, Jan. 24 (UP) — Vast 
beds of radioactive shale rock |} 
have been found in Sweden, Gus- 
tav Egioff, chairman of the 
American Chemica] Society’s pe- 
troleum division, said here today. 

Egioff told of the discovery in 
an interview shortly before he 
read a paper on it before the so- 
ciety’s Chicago section. He said 
the Swedish Government is min- 
ing the shale for oil and, lacking 
the “know how” and economic re- 
sources to convert the oil-drained 
rock into atomic energy, plans to 
use it to make brick for “houses 
and roads. 

Egioff, who visited Sweden re- 
cently to study fuel resources, said 
he saw piles of oil-drained radio- 
active shale stacked up outside 
the shale oi] plant at Kvarntorp, 
a few hours drive from Stockholm. 

“It was the first time I ever 
heard of radioactive shale,” Eg- 
loff said, “and I don’t know any 
other place where it is radio- 
active.” 

He said Swedish investigators 
learned the shale contains an av- 
erage of nearly one-half pound of 
wranium oxide per ton. 

Sweden now is mining 1,600,000 
tons of the shale annually for oil 
production, and expects its supply 
at this rate to last for 500 years, 


ADVANCE REPORTED 
TOWARD GUIDING V.-2 
TO TARGET BY RADIO 


Army’s 19th Firing of Ger- 


man Rocket Most Spec- 
tacular Thus Far. 


WHITE SANDS, N. M., Jan. 24 
\(AP)—The Army reported success 
today in an experiment to show 
practicability of turning the Ger- 
man V-2 into a missile that can 
be directed toward its target pos- 
sibly along a path of radio signals 
from the ground. 


Col. Harold R. Turner, com- 
mandant, personally gave out the 
result of the experiment conducted 
yesterday in the ninteenth firing 
of the German rockets at this 
desert ordnance proving ground, 

These were the accomplishments 
reported by Turner: 

1, Inside the rocket was a 
new all-American system to 
guide the rocket and to» send 
radio signals to the ground tell- 
ing what went on in the rocket 
during the flight. 

2. The rocket. contained a 
gadget that changed the setting 
of the gyroscope so that the 
rocket’s course was _ altered. 
Turner said the device was one 
that could be operated later by 
radio, 

The firing was one of the most 


spectacular thus far. The rocket 
rose from twilight on the ground 
into sunlit skies, Its gleaming 
white length and fiery tail made 
it visible throughout the flight to 
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Buildings at Leatherhead, England, originally built for use as show pigsties, now being used 


by families unable to find othe? housing. They rent for about $5 a week.

Two Versions of Chiang'’s Book, 
‘China's Destiny, Coming Out Today 


One an Official Draft, Revised to Tone Down 
Generalissimo’s Anti-Foreign Passages— 
Other an Unofficial Translation.

HIANG KAI-SHEK’S famous book 


NEW YORK, Jan. 24 (AP) 
“China’s Destiny,” with- 


drawn soon after its publication in 1943 and placed under rigid 


(lesser a presumably because of its bitter anti-foreign passages, 


makes its English-language appearance today. 


Up to now, the only known com- 
plete translation in America was 
in the carefully guarded files of 
the State Department, which the 
then Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes refused to open last year, 
saying publication would not be 
“propitious.” . 

Now two versions are coming 
out. One is by Roy Publishers, 
which says theirs is a double- 
checked, not officially authorized 
translation by two Chinese schol- 
ars of the 1943 version. The other 
is an official] version, revised in 
1944 to tone down the book’s anti- 
foreign passages and insert credit 
to the United States, Britain and 


other countries which have given 
up extraterritorial and other con- 
cessions in China on which Chiang 
had blamed a vast proportion of 
the country’s woes. 

The -official revised version, re- 
leased by the Chinese News 
Agency, is being brought out by 
Macmillan. The two concérns 
originally planned publication for 
next month, but each has ad- 
vanced the date several times 
since learning of the other’s plans. 
In addition to Chiang’s anti-for- 
eign statements, the book ex- 
pounds governmental theories, at- 
tacks the Chinese Communists, 
and sets forth some territorial 
claims against England, France 
and Soviet Russia. 


Territories Listea, 


In the 1943 version, as revealed 
by the Associated Press from ex- 
cerpts obtained in May 1944, 
Chiang said a cohesive and de- 
fensible China must include all 
territory which it had embraced 
a hundred years ago, such as: 

Tannu Tuva, north of Outer 
Mongolia, which has been in- 
corporated into the Soviet 
Union. 

Outer Mongolia, which, while 
nominally independent, has been 
under Russia hegemony since 
1911, a connection which has 
been intensified under the So- 
viets after a brief period of re- 
orientation toward China a few 
years ago. 

Tibet, which also has become 
practically independent of 
China, and where Chiang said 
British manipulations had been 
“exactly the same” as those of 
Russia in Mongolia. 

Sinkiang, far northwestern 
province, which in recent years 
has been subjected to virtual 
civil war~- between pro-Ryssian 
Moslems and adherents of Na- 
tionalist China, 

Border areas in Burma and 


Indochina also are involved, and 
a direct claim. was made in the 
book to F'ormosa, Manchuria and 
Inner Mongolia, which were un- 
der Japanese control in 1943. 

China has made no particular 
point of these territorial claims 
since the war, except with regard 
to its negotiations. with Russia 
over Manchuria and its internal 
dispute with the Chinese Com- 
munists in north China, 

‘National Humiliation.’ 

The original breaking off of 
these territories, 
“meant the. undermining of the 
nation’s ont of as well as the 
decline of ‘the nation’s culture. 
Thus the people as a whole must 
regard this as a national humilia- 
tion, and not until all lost terri- 
tories have been recovered can we 
relax our efforts to wipe out this 
humiliation and save ourselves 
from destruction.” 

The book is replete with exhor- 
tations to the Chinese people to 
throw off the cultural and eco- 
nomic evils which Chiang says 
were introduced through the for- 
eign concessions .of the last cen- 
tury. He wants a_ return to 
“China’s 6000-year-old tradition of 
diligence, thrift and simplicity” 
which he said was “completely 
undermined by the opium, gam- 
bling, prostitutes and thugs of the 
concessions.” 


Major portions of the book are 
devoted to a recapitulation of the 
theories of Sun Yat-sen, and 
Chiang’s conception of the means 
of attaining them first through a 
period of tutelage (during which 
he has defended some of the Na- 
tionalist Government’s totalitarian 
practices as necessary due to the 
state of the country, and finally 
democracy. 


Called His “Mein Kampf.” 


His motives have been assailed 
on this score, as has his motive 
for the book, which has been 
made the basis of study for mil- 
lions of Chinese, and to which his 
enemies have constantly referred 
as his “Mein Kampf.” 

In January, 1946, a release of 
the Committee for a Democratic 
Far Eastern Policy, a New York 
organization said: 

“It is commonly believed in 
China that the motive “which 
prompted Chiang to publish 
‘China’s Destiny’ was to prepare 
the ideological ground for possible 
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co-operation with the Axis which, 
at that time, seemed to be win- 
ning the war both in Europe and 
Asia. It is also generally agreed 
that the book was to serve as a 
call to battle against the Chinese 
Communists,” 

Among those listed as consul- 
tants on this committee was Phil- 
ip Jaffe, editor of Amerasia, long- 
term opponent of the Chiang Gov- 
ernment, who wrote the foreword 
and annotations for the Roy ver- 
sion of “China’s Destiny.” Jaffe 
was fined $2500 in 1945 for con- 
spiracy to remove Government 
records in connection with some 
State Department documents, 


At the Cairo conference in No- 
vember 1943, Elliott Roosevelt re- 
lates in his book about his father, 
“As He Saw It,” Elliott asked the 
President whether the United 
States would assist Chiang’s ef- 
forts to prevent the British from 
moving back into Shanghai, Hong 
Kong and Canton with the old 
extraterritorial rights after the 
war. 

“Not for nothing,” he quotes the 
elder Roosevelt as replying. “Be- 
fore it came up, I'd been register- 
ing a complaint (with Chiang) 
about the character of Chiang’s 
Government, I’d told him it was 
hardly the modern democracy that 
ideally it should be He’d 
have to form a unity government 

. with the Communists in 
Yenan.” 

It was just about that time that 
the original version of the book, 
written the previous March, was 
recalled.

Trade Figures 
For 46 Listed 


America Provided 8 
Billions More in 


Goods, Services 
Than It Received. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (AP). 
HE COMMERCE DEPART- 
MENT estimated today that 
the United States last year 

provided foreign countries with 
$8,200,000,000 more in goods and 
services than it got from them, 


The United States, said the de- 


partment, supplied other nations 


with $12,300,000,000 in goods and 
three billion dollars in services, in- 
cluding income from foreign iné 


ns: i (}vestments in this country, That 


was within one billion dollars of 
the highest total value of goods 
and services it furnished during 
1945 when about $7,400,000,000 of 
“straight” lend-lease—for which no 
payment was asked—was extended 
to Allied countries, 

It compared with $5,100,000,000 
in goods and two billion dollars in 
services furnished the United 
States by foreign countries last 
year—amounts below the‘five and 
one-half billion dollars in goods 
and $3,300,000,000 in services they 
furnished this country the year 
before. 

The United States would have 
taken more imports, however, if 
the other countries had ‘had them 
to provide, the department said. 
Effects of the war prevented them 
from turning out more goods for 
shipment. 

Foreign nations financed the 
$8,200,000,000 excess of what they 
got from this country over what 
they provided to it, the depart- 
ment reported, principally by 
these means: 

1. Borrowing a net of three and 
one-half billion dollars from this 
country. 

2. Getting $3,200,000,000 in gifts 
from this country, of which $2,- 
600,000,000 was furnished by the 
Government and $600,000,000 by 
private individuals and _ institu- 
tions. 

3. Making up $1,400,000,000 of 
the rest out of their own reserves, 


chiefly by payments out of. their 
gold and dollar balances. 


Churchill Presses Labor Chiefs 
For Debate on Shortages; Use of 
German Laborers Considered

dock workers. 

German Labor Considered, 

Labor Ministry officials said 
today that Britain might recruit 
German women from the Ameri- 
can and British occupation zones 
to ease the labor shortage. A 
spokesman said 1000 women al- 
ready had been brought to Eng- 
land to work as domestics and in 
laundries, Arrangements were be- 
ing made to transfer 1000 more. 

Labor Minister George Isaacs 
told Commons Tuesday that the 
whole question of important 
foreign labor was being re- 
examined.

Meanwhile, London's transport 
workers, whose recent unofficial 
12-day strike resulted in the move- 
ment of food by troops, won ap- 
proval for virtually all of their 
demands. 

The Ministry of Labor's court of 
inquiry, after hearing the views of 
employers and workers, recom- 
mended a “guaranteed” 44-hour 
week with the same wages now 
paid for 48 hours, It also agreed 
to the workers’ demands for abo- 
lition of the cumulative week, rec- 
ommending that the extra hours 
of any day should be paid as over- 
time in cash instead of time off. 

The only demand of the work- 
ers which was not granted in full 
was for an annual 12-day vacation 
with pay. The court recommended 
a compromise nine-day vacation 
instead of the present six days.

A Legal Rail Cartel? 


Again Congress is urged to hurry through 
a bill to exempt private freight-rate-making 
committees from the anti-trust laws. The rail- 
roads fear that otherwise the Supreme Court 
will order their cartel dissolved in pending 
litigation. The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion sides with them because it likes to assume 
judicial robes, leaving the major labor of reg- 
ulation to the regulated. Destroying the cartel 
would make the ICC roll up its sleeves and do 
the job itself, as is its duty. 

The bill would legalize a deadly efficient 
scheme for suppressing rate competition, among 
railroads. Under the cartel, each member’s rate 
changes are subject to approval or veto by its 
competitors. The rare manager who tries to 
profit by Henry Ford’s example is delayed by 
a hierarchy of rate committees with a handful 
of investment bankers at the top. If he disre- 
gards the cartel’s veto, it will fight him before 
the ICC. If the ICC does let him reduce the 
rate, the cartel railroads can apply economic 
sanctions, such as steering interchange traffic 
away from his lines. So only a rare Robert R. 
Young has the power and the daring to disobey. 

Until public concern finally waked the ICC, 
the cartel kept the South and West in colonial 
bondage to raw materials by systematic rate dis- 
crimination. (Yet the lobbyists have the effront- 
ery to contend that only the cartel—which estab- 
lished the discrimination—can eliminate it.) 

Its boast that it successfully co-operates with 
the trucking industry to eliminate rate competi- 
tion is a matter of public record. In general, 
trucking is more economical for short distances 
and railroads for long—but, more and more, 
their rates correspond at all distances. 

It seeks to destroy inland waterway carriers. 
It has persuaded the ICC to allow shocking dis- 
crimination against the assembly of grain by 
water, The ICC has repeatedly let its member 
railroads attack water carriers by offering un- 
duly low rates at points on the coasts and in- 
land waterways. (And the ICC has had equal 
obligations to rail and barge carriers since 
1940!) 

Yet the Bulwinkle-Reed exemption bill is of- 
fered as a “conservative” measure, and if the 
previous approval by the House is any criterion, 
it will be a hard bill to stop. If this bill is con- 
servative, then the 57-year-old anti-trust law is 
still radical, and the ICC would be radical if 
it did its duty. ‘If it is conservative, then com- 
petitive efficiency, mass production and free en- 
terprise are radical subversion—which, of course, 
is exactly what all cartelists believe. 

Railroads and their masters have usurped the 

public’s regulatory power. To legalize the 
usurpation is conservative only if nationalizing 
the railroads is conservative. For, as Marquis 
Childs says, “the step from control by the 
‘private government’ . .. to ownership by the 
public government is a short one.” 
. Any observer of the recent past must know 
that excessive private power ends with, exces- 
sively enlarged public political power. Cartels 
lead either to democratic socialism, as in the 
United Kingdom, where they are being na- 
tionalized—or to easy capture by anti-social dic- 
tators, as in Mussolini’s Italy and Hitler’s Ger- 
many. Here at home, monopolists, merger mag- 
nates and éartelists had encouragement in the 
period following World .War I. When that policy 
bogged down in the depression, the New Deal 
swept in. 

The new Congress will make a serious mis- 
take, and it will make that mistake in the face 
of ample warning signs, if it enacts the principle 
of the Bulwinkle-Reed bill as its policy.

A Republican Opportunity 

The proposal of Republican members of the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities to 
look into the State Department for possible 
Communist employes is all to the good. That 
is a legitimate function of the committee. The 
State Department is a branch of government in 
which espionage could be especially harmful, 
and the recent indictment of one of the depart- 
ment’s employes, Carl Aldo Marzani, on charges 
of covering up Communist connections, makes 
it seem possible that cthers also might bear in- 
vestigation. 

The committee should determine to keep its 
investigation of the State Department, as well 
fis all its work, on a high plane, Under the 
witch-hunting Martin Dies, the committee went 
far toward discrediting itself, and that was a 
pity in more ways than one, For one thing, there 
ought to be a committee concerned with the 
investigation of un-American activities, and it 


should not be cheapened by being dominated 


by a mountebank. 

The Wood-Rankin leadership of the commit- 
tee which followed Mr. Dies did nothing to give 
the committee a good reputation either for skill 
or for reliability. The Republican majority has 
an opportunity now to renounce the irre- 
sponsible smear tactics which the committee 
has so often indulged in, and to make this in- 
vestigatory body of actual value to the country.

The indictment of former Representative May 
of Kentucky on a fraud charge, in the Garsson 
munitions scandal, along with the Garsson 
brothers and an employe, is what the public had 
a right to expect. The operation for which May 
made himself the congressional errand boy and 
high-pressure man was described by the then 
Chairman Mead of the Senate War Investigating 
Committee as “war profiteering at its worst,”’ 
“despicable,” “a sordid story.” 

In seeking the indictment Attorney General 
Clark did what the Attorney General's office 
should always do and almost never does, Ref- 
erence of charges against members of Congress 
to the Justice Department for action is usually 
futile because the department has to come to 
Congress for appropriations and shrinks from 
making enemies of those who hold its purse- 
strings.

Government View of Portal Case 

One of the most important developments thus 
far in the portal-to-portal pay controversy is the 
request by the Department of Justice that the 
original Mount Clemens (Mich.) case be dis- 
missed unless the pottery workers can make a 
better case for overtime pay, On the showing 
made, the Department of Justice raises the ques- 
tion whether the case does not go out the win-

The suit was brought by 
the workers, through their union, against their 
employers. But now the Government is in the 
case officially as a “friend of the court.” It is 
also in the case inevitably as the guardian of 
the Wage-Hour Act: 

Thus, the effect of the Government brief in 
Judge Picard’s court is to say that the protector 
of the statute under which these suits are 
brought does not support the welter of hastily 
filed claims which now confront virtually every 
Federal District Court in the country,

By: fortunate circumstance, the president of 
the American Society of Architectural Histori- 
ans, Kenneth J. Conant of Harvard, has been a 
visitor to St. Louis the last several days and has 
made a personal inspection of the condemned 
house built by Jean Baptiste Roy 118 years ago.

The 
Legislature should implement this with legisla- 
tion to establish a commission charged with 
guarding the state against further losses. 

Meantime, Gov, Donnelly can appoint an infor- 
mal statewide body to begin the work. Had he 
done this last September, when it was first pro- 
posed, much time would have been saved and 
the value of a permanent body would now stand 
demonstrated before the legislators.

Illusions About Housing 


The Mirror ' 
of 
Public Opinion 


Real estate lobby uses illusions to confuse our housing policy, writer 
says; the homeless are not an “emergency” problem and private 
enterprise has never solved it; says building industry is obsolete and 
wasteful; thinks use of public agency is “only way out of morass.” 


Charles Abrams, Author and Former Counsel to the New York City 
Housing Authority, in The Nation — 


Living in a garage or slum is bad; liv- 
ing in a fool's paradise is worse. We had 
better realize that the housing needs of 


_ two-thirds of the population are not going 


to be met, even if materials and labor be- 
come plentiful. 


No adequate federal, state or city pro- 
gram has been devised. A solution of the 
problem is barred by certain illusions which 
have confused congressional thinking, have 
shaped federal policy into a mass of con- 
tradictions and have now become the prin- 
cipal weapon in the propaganda arsenal of 
a real-estate lobby blocking a realistic ap- 
proach to housing reform. 


Illusion 1: The housing shortage has 
been caused by the war. Actually, there 
was already a serious deficit of homes in 
1936, and the housing famine was clearly 
foreseen. It was known that at least 7,000,- 
000 homes would be required 10 years later, 


Two-fifths of our non-farm homes were 
known to be below civilized standards be- 
fore the war began; two-thirds of our farm 
families were improperly sheltered, No pri- 
vate houses have been built for low-income 
families for decades. None will be. 


The Case of Order L-41 


Illusion 2: The bottleneck in housing 
production is due to the war. During the 
war we built one and one-half million 
houses and were set to put up many times 
that number if necessary. It was when the 
war ended that haquse production struck a 
snag. 


The cancellation of “Order L-41,” which 
rationed materials for construction, is the 
outstanding postwar scandal. Hugh Potter, 
brain-truster of the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards, was made inter- 
agency housing factotum just long enough 
to cancel the rationing of materials and 
create the bottleneck that still plagues 
building today. When, months later, ra- 
tioning was reinstated, the storehouse was 
empty; there was no longer anything to 
ration, 

Illusion 3: Private enterprise will solve 
the housing problem the moment building 
materials are available. As a matter of 
fact, the building industry has failed for 
decades to meet. both housing needs and 
demands. It has functioned not at all for 
low-income families, only erratically for 
the top third. Today, with building costs 
up 60 to 100 per cent, only the well-to-do 
can live in any houses produced by the 
private builder. 


Four Programs in 12 Years 


Illusion 4: Housing is an emergency 
problem and will respond to emergency 
treatment, We have had four separate 
emergency housing programs in 12 years 
—to meet the “unemployment emergency” 
in 1933, the “defense emergency” in 1940, 
the “war emergency” in 1941 and now the 
“veterans’ housing emergency.” So long as 
the building industry fails to provide 
houses within the means of the rank and 
file, such emergencies are unavoidable. 


Illusion 5: The housing problem can be 
met by reducing labor costs. The average 
annual earnings of skilled construction 
workers before the war were under a 
thousand dollars. The labor cost is only 
30 per cent of the total cost of building 
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ahome. If wages of building workers were 
cut in half, the price of a new home would 
be reduced by only about 15 per cent, 
which is but a fraction of the recent rise 
in building costs, : 

Who, then, is at fault? The main stum- 
bling-block to production is the home 
builder. The average builder puts up no 
more than four houses a year;'65 per cent 
of the builders of single-family homes pro- 
duced only one house a year before the 
war. Most have their offices in their hats. 
The industry remains in the hands of small 
operators, undercapitalized, wastefully put- 
ting together thousands of separate parts 
in hundreds of separate processes. 


The Builders’ Ineptitude 


Labor costs, excessive charges for mate- 
rials and high interest rates are all hinged 
to the home builders’ ineptitude. Building- 
trades unions, fearful of glutting the labor 
market, train only as many apprentices as 
are employable over the long run. The 
hundreds of participants in the building of 
a house are removed from the builder and 
the home buyer by a wall of middlemen 
who charge what the traffic will bear. A 
dollar’s worth of plaster going into the 
house is increased in price 300 per cent in 
passing from the factory to the trowel. 


If the final cost of a home is excessive, 
the builder is not concerned; he produces 
only for those who can pay the price. 
Shelter has become a luxury. : 


The mortgage lender, too, has been able 
to pursue his exactions unchecked. The 
system does not allow for possible unem- 
ployment of the home buyer during the 
mortgage term or for any other misfor- 
tune which may bring defauk and can- 
cellation of his whole investment. With 
each mortgage loan a separate trangac- 
tion, interest—even on Government-insured 
mortgages—is almost twice the rate of Gov- 
ernment bonds. 


The Illusory War of Words 


The only solution is the public agency. 
The housing problem can only be met by 
recasting the role -of the home builder, by 
replacing him with an entrepreneur large 
enough and strong enough to rationalize 
building along twentieth-century lines, able 
to produce homes in the quantity and qual- 
ity needed. Only the public agency quali- 
fies for this role in America today. There 
is no other way out of the housing morass. 


But such a solution is being blocked by 
a” sixth illusion: housing has become in- 
volved in a semantic war in which terms 
like “Socialism” and “Government compe- 
tition” are being loosely thrown about to 
the terror of the uninformed public. Gov- 
ernment building during a war emergency 
is permissible, but Government building in 
the postwar emergency is taboo. 


A small lobby of builders and lenders has 
nurtured these illusions in the public mind. 
Its success in capitalizing on the deception 
is unique in the history of pressure politics.

PEARL HARBOR: THE STORY OF THE SECRET WAR

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NE of the most interesting figures in the Truman administration 
is Secretary of Commerce W.

In his service abroad under 
President Roosevelt, Harriman de- 
veloped a sincere interest in many 


of Roosevelt's objectives. He tends 
to think of himself as a liberal. 
Thus, for example, he was an hon- 
ored guest at the recent dinner 
given by the liberals who later 
formed the new organization, 
Americans for Democratic Action. 


Sniped At From Left. 


Yet at the same time he pos- 
sesses one of the largest private 
fortunes in America. Who's Who 
lists him as a partner in Brown 
Brothers, Harriman & Co., one of 
the most powerful private banking 
groups in Wall street. The major 
family interest is railroads and, 
since 1932, Harriman has been 
chairman of the board of the 
Union Pacific. 


Because of his railroad connec- 
tions, he has been sniped at re- 
cently from the left. James G. 
Patton, head of the National 
Farmers Union, pointed out that 
Harriman was one of the railroad 
executives who set up the west- 
ern rate agreement which the 
anti-trust division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice has taken as the 
basis of a suit against the men 
involved. 


Attacks on Harriman. 


Harriman was not named in 
‘that suit, which is set for trial 
at Lincoln, Neb., in April. The 
Justice Department says he was 
mot named because, at the time 
of the filing of the suit, he was 
in Russia as Ambassador for 
President Roosevelt. Patton, in 
his attack, repeated the statement 
made for Harriman in 1943, when 
he was abroad. R. V. Fietcher, 
now president of the Association 
of American Railroads, quoted 
Harriman at that time as saying 
of the western agreement: 

' “Tf this is a conspiracy, then the 
railroads of the country need 
bigger and better conspiracies.” 

Before the Patton statement, a 
similar attack came from A, F. 
Whitney, head of the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen. Whitney, 
‘one of President Truman's sever- 
est critics as a result of the rail- 
road strike impasse of last spring, 
accused not merely Harriman but 
many of Truman's assistants of 
being dominated by big business. 

Harriman is perfectly frank 


barrier to political advancement, 


about his point of view on rail- 
roads. He traces the western 
agreement back to the early days 
of the New Deal and the NRA. 
The railroads were at the bottom 
of the financial pit. Railroad ex- 
ecutives decided it was essential 
to eliminatc the “waste of com- 
petition.” With that objective in 
mind, Harriman got together 


with other western railroad ex- 
ecutives and agreed to cut out 
many forms of competition they 
considered too costly. 


The $64 Question. 


What makes this background 
interesting right now is the fact 
that Congress will soon pass the 
so-called Bulwinkle bill. Republi- 
cans such as Sen, Clyde M. Reed 
of Kansas are strong for it, and 
30 are many Democrats. That bil) 
gives railroads the right to do 
many of the things they did 
uu... the western agreement and, 
above all, the right to agree on 
rates, The $64 question is whether 
President Truman will sign it 
after it is vassed. 


The Bulwinkle bill could open 
the way to the most potent mon- 
opoly this country has ever seen. 
Certain supposed safeguards are 
included, such as submission of 
rate agreements to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and anti- 
trust protection for railways that 
do not want to comply. But it 
would not be hard to o around 
those safeguards. 


What Bankers Can Do. 


The small group of banker-in- 
Surance executives who have so 
much to say about most railroads 
could wield extraordinary power. 
For example, the rates charged in 
a particular area and by particu- 
lar lines can determine where in- 
dustry will locate. In the past, 
railroads have had a lot to do 
with determining the nation’s 
economic pattern, 


If Harriman were asked for his 
opinion on the Bullwinkle bill to- 
day, it is a safe guéss he would 
be for it. Others high up in the 
Truman Administration feel the 
same way. But the President, out 
of his own experience in the 
Senate, knows what remote con- 
trol by the. bankers can mean. 
And this may be the deciding 
factor when he is faced with the 


question of whether to sign or 
not to sign.

Polish Paradoxes 


a. 


WARSAW. 


T is very difficult to successfully convey an impression of today’s 


Poland. This country is under 


It has the “security police” and 


dictatorship but not a naked one. 
the “citizens’ militia” which is of 


the same party as the Army, an unpublicized, but it is said, an 
enormous and evergrowing politicd] prison population. Still it is not 


quite a total police state. 


All industries employing more than 60 


persons are nationalized or controlled by party commissars; Polish 
aristecracy is totally expropriated and, as though that is insufficient, 
most of its members are hounded and cut off from any opportunities 
to earn a living or vote merely because they bear ancient names. 


This applies even to those im- 
prisoned by the Gestapo unless 
they buy their existence by open 
partisanship for the Government 
as some have. But Poland is still 
not under Communist economy. 
Peasants are intransigent against 
collectivizatiogn and the Govern- 
ment insists it has no such idea. 


Poland is very poor. There are 
but half a dozen Warsaw restau- 
rants in single rooms of otherwise 
destroyed buildings. Hotels serve 
the most lavish, exquisite and ]ux- 
urious food to be had in Europe, 
incomparably richer than anything 
to be found in London’s luxury 
hotels. 


People Live in Hope. 


Poland is run by Communists 
and fellow travelers who are most 
vehement in claiming Communism 
unadaptable to Poland. 

It is in the Soviet defense orbit 
but terribly afraid to be cut off 
from the cultural and economic 
life of the West, especially the 
United States of America. It is 
undergoing a great social up- 
heaval revolution but without 
revolutionary spirit. 

People tell you that they are 
afraid to talk, especially to Brit- 
ish and Americans, but they all 
do talk. They curse UB, the Po- 
lish equivalent to NKVD, and give 
names, dates and places of arrests, 
disappearances, and even tortures, 
but the people do not give the 
impression of being cowed. They 
live in the present hope for a 
great: Polish future and fear the 
worst. 


Private Enterprise Flourishes, 


Poland is not in atmosphere 
remotely. like the Soviet Union. 
Desp&e destruction, poverty, and 
fear, the atmosphere is vivacious.. 
There is none of the iconography 
that characterizes both U.S.S.R. 
and Tito’s Yugoslavia, I have yet 
to see a single picture of Stalin, 
and Beirut’s face, unlike Tito’s, 
does not stare at one from every 
window. 

In the realm left to it, private 
enterprise, especially in merchan- 
dising, flourishes like a green bay 
tree. Virtudl extermination of 


the Jews has sent Poles into busi- 
ness, while most of the remaining 
Jews have gone into the mines 
and onto new farms. Private en- 
terprise is responsible, I should 
guess, for almost all goods which 
come into Poland, except UNRRA 
and relief, and heavens knows 
from where. In destroyed build- 
ings on Warsaw’s leading busi- 
ness streets, the ground floors 
only have been repaired, but all 
contain shops and an astonishing 
variety of goods of various quali- 
ties and quantities, 

There is still an outlet, though 
under tremendous restrictions, for 
some legal opposition. There is 
still some air to breathe. Whether 
there will be after election returns 
re-establish the Government, no- 
body knows. The Polish Peasant 
party predicts its own dissolution’ 
and some speculate on the trial of 
Mikolajczyk for treason. Since 
one of the charges against Count 
Grocholski was that he furnished 
information to a foreign power, 
namely the British embassy, it is 
speculated Mikolajczyk may come 
up on the same charges and 
though it is clearly the duty of 
the embassies under Yalta, I can- 
not believe the Government would 
be so unwise. For agreement, let 
us explore every avenue of infor- 
mation. 


Poles Love Freedom. 


If legal opposition were thus 
choked off, it is reasonable to pre- 
dict a vast increase of illegal un- 
derground work and violence re- 
sultant from an increase in Gov- 
ernment suppression and terror. 
If-they mutually breed each other, 
it will be a great Polish tragedy 
and might conceivably end the 
Polish nation. 

One thing seems certain to me: 
Whatever America can or cannot 
do regarding the Polish Govern- 
ment, we must not let down the 
Polish people. We must not sever 
relations for any cause whatso- 
ever. For governments come and 
go, as the wheels of history turn, 


but the Polish people, if affec- 
tionately encouraged, are and will 
remain what they always have 
been—inveterate and inextinguish- 
able lovers of freedom.

All First-Time Numbers In- 
teresting—Ovation for 
Piano Soloist.

The St. Louis Philharmonic Or- 
chestra under the direction of 
Stanley Chapple presented a diver- 
sified and unhackneyed program 
last night in Kiel Auditorium. 
Novelty in itself is not necessarily 
attractive or important, but all of 
the works which were played for 
the first time in St. Louis at this 
concert were such as to enlarge 
the experience of any concertgoer. 
The most striking was the suite 
of “Hungarian Peasant Songs” by 
Bela Bartok.

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HAROLD D. SMITH DIES: 
HEAD OF WORLD BANK 


Former Budget Director 
Named Agency’s Acting Chief 
After Eugene Meyer Resigned. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (AP)— 
Harold D. Smith, acting head of 
the International Bank, and 
former director of the United 
States budget, died unexpectedly 
yesterday atehis farm home near 
Snepoee, Va. He was 48 years 


‘Smith had been serving as chief 
executive of the global recon- 
struction and development agency 
since Dec, 18, when President 
Eugene Meyer resigned. Smith, 
vice president, resigned, too, but 
agreed to stay on until the bank’s 
directors elected a new president. 

Emilio G. Collado, United States 
member of the bank’s directorate, 
said Smith’s death was “terrible 
news—I know the bank’s directors 
and staff will be shocked and 
grieved.” 

President Truman, terming 
Smith “one of the ablest servants 
in the public service,” said he was 
“terribly shocked.” 

Stricken While Viewing Herd. 

Smith was stricken suddenly 
with a heart attack while in a 
pasture looking over his prize 
cows, A family servant found him. 
His wife, Mrs, Lillian Maier 
Smith, was at their home in Ar- 
lington, Va., at the time, 

Smith had been treated for a 
heart condition about a year ago, 
when he was budget director, He 
left that $10,000 post last summer, 
saying he could “not afford” to 
pass up the bank position with 
its $22,500 salary, taxes on which 
are paid by the bank. 

Smith came to Washington in 
1939 to become Budget Director. 
He quickly remodeled the Budget 
Bureau from a bookkeeping or- 
ganization into a streamlined or- 
ganization which acted as the 
President’s eyes and ears on fed- 
eral spending. 

Before coming to Washington 
he was director of Michigan's 
state budget. He was born June 
6, 1898, in Lawrence, Kan. 

Besides his wife, he is survived 
by three daughters and a son. 
Burial probably will be in Wash- 
ington, 

Search for New Bank Chief. 

Coincidentally with Smith's 
death, an official of the Interna- 
tional Bank indicated that the 
wide-range search for a president 
might be nearing an end, The se- 
lection is “urtder active considera- 
tion” at this moment, he told a 
reporter, and the directors hope 
for an early decision. From other 
persons it was learned that the 
directors have been studying 
whether to make the vice presi- 
dency a more powerful position. 

Among those reported to have 
been sounded out unsuccessfully 
for head of the bank are Secre- 
tary of Commerce Averill Harri- 
man; former Assistant Secretary 
of War John J. McCloy; President 
Allan Sproul of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York, and 
Graham F. Towers, governer of 
the Bank of Canada. Recently 
the name of Warren Lee Pierson 
has figured in speculation, He is 
president of All America Cables 
and Radio, Inc., and former presi- 
dent of the Export-Import Bank 
of Washington. 


Mr. Smith’s survivors include a 
brother, Ralph E. Smith, 1125

Shortage o* nurses, attendants 
and other employes has forced the 
closing of Ridge Farm, an insti- 
tution for convalescent children 
maintained by St. Louis Children’s 
Hospital, it was announced today. 

The large building and its 28- 
acre tract on the bluffs overlook- 
ing the Meramec river, near Valk 
ley Park, has been put up for sale, 
Patients who could not be re- 
turned home were removed to 
Children’s Hospital at 500 South 
Kingshighway, board members 
said. , 

The institution, known as the 
country department of Children’s 
Hospital, was closed two months 
ago by the board of managers. It 
had accommodations for about 60 
patients and employed a physi- 
cian, five nurses, six attendants 
and about seven other persons as 
janitors, cooks and housekeepers. 
The St. Louis Board of Education 
furnished a teacher so the chil- 
dren would not fall behind in their 
studies, 

Hospital officials said that if 
the institution is not sold it may 
be put into use again, but they 
added it was hoped that a similar 
hospital could be opened on a 
more accessible site nearer the 
city. One reason for difficulty in 
obtaining personnel for Ridge 
Farm was its remoteness, it was 
said. 

Children convalescing from ma- 
jor diseases and weakening a‘- 
flictions had the benefit of rest, 
sunshine, fresh air and limited, 
supervised exercise, many being 
nursed to health at little or no 
charge.

20 Rules 
Changes 
Adopted 


CHICAGO, Jan. 24 (UP) — The 
Nationa] Football League today 
adopted 20 rules changes, includ- 
ing the addition of a fifth official 
on the field. 

The fifth official, who is un- 
named as yet, primarily will watch 
the man in motion and will sta- 
tion himself opposite the lines- 
man. 

Another rule designed to elimi- 
nate stalling will give the defen- 
sive team the right to decline the 
previously automatic penalty for 
not putting the ball in play in 30 
seconds. Thus on fourth down 
the defensive team could take the 
ball instead of accepting the pen- 
alty. 

Under a third major rule change, 
an incomplete forward pass be- 
hind the passing team’s goal line 
will be ruled only as the loss of a 
down, thus eliminating the possi- 
bility of a safety. 

Some Other Changes. 

Other changes included: 

The pre-game coin toss will be 
held 30 minutes before the start 
of the game. 4 

Any kick across the goal other 
than a free kick will be an auto- 
matic touchback. 

When a team has the bail in 
front of its own goal posts with- 
in the 10-yard line, the ball will 
be moved to a point 20 yards from 
either sideline to give the offen- 
sive team elbow room. 

Proposals for a “sudden death” 
period in case of a tie, and* for 
elimination of the clipping penalty 
and the try for point all were re- 
jected. 

The proposal for ‘the overtime 
period was ‘made by Earle 
(Greasy) Neale, Philadelphia 
Eagle coach. e 

The addition of a fifth official 
first was proposed in 1942 by 
Curly Lambeau of the Green Bay 
Packers but it was turned down. 
Lambeau brought up the issue 
again in 1945 but was defeated. 

At today’s meeting the proposal 
was adopted unanimously, as were 
all. the other rule changes ap- 
proved. 

Expected to Speed Play. 

League Statistician Shorty Ray 
estimated that the addition of a 
fifth official would speed play 
sufficiently to add six to 10 plays 
per game. The average last season 
was 163 plays per game. 

Earlier, thé club owners, in a 
move to protest their investment 
talents, prohibited their players 
from participating in non-league 
exhibition games. 

The league tabled the applica- 
tion of the San Francisco Clip- 
pers for admittance into its fold. 
Officials said no action would be 
taken for at least a year on the 
request of the Clippers, who 
now belong to the Pacific Coast 
League.

IN 272-DAY STRIKE 


UAW Says It Believes 
Will

Better

NLRB Election. 


Proposal 


DETROIT, Jan. 24 (AP)—Turn- 
ing down what it called “the 
first offer of any kind” made by 
Allis-Chalmers Corp., the CIO 
United Auto Workers today ex- 
pressed hope for a “better” pro- 
posal in the 272-day strike of 
workers at the company’s West 
Allis (Wis.) plant. 

The UAW policy committee, 
which yesterday unanimously re- 
jected as “inadequate” the com- 
pany’s proposal, appeared confi- 
dent the union's local 248 would 
win a bargaining election at the 
Allis-Chalmers plant Sunday. The 
committee consists of. the top 
four international officers and 
four Detroit regional directors. 


Asserting it was “encouraged” 
by the management proposals 
which grew out of a company- 
union meeting Tuesday at the 
home of a Milwaukee minister, the 
committee said: “We feel a better 
offer will be forthcoming in fur- 
ther negotiations which will be 
held only after Local 248’s vic- 
tory in the bargaining election 
this Sunday.” 

In the National Labor Relations 
Board election, about 13,000 em- 
ployes will vote whether they wish 
to continue membership in the 
UAW or be represented by an in- 
Gependent union. 

Two reasons for rejection of ‘the 
proposal were listed by the com- 
mittee: 

1. The offer “as it now stands 
would be given only to such 
workers as the company selects, 
and no incentive workers (those 
paid by unit of work turned out) 
would receive an increase in 
take-home pay.” 

2. The company offered “ab- 
solutely nothing new” on two 
other main issues in the dispute 
—uwunion security and grievance 
* procedure. 

The UAW has demanded a 25- 
cent hourly wage increase. Man- 

agement has described the offer 
as one granting an 18'%-cent 
hourly rise. 


Melvin Price Says Firm Has 
Avoided Settlement.

Representative Melvin Price of 
East St. Louis asserted in the 
House yesterday that the Allis- 
Chalmers Co. “had done every- 
thing possible to avoid a settle- 
ment” in the long strike at West 
Allis, Wis. 

Price reviewed the history of 
the strike, in which the company’s 
latest proposals have been turned 
down by the CIO United Auto 
Workers, and said: “All efforts to 
arbitrate the situation have been 
unsuccessful. The company has 
been very non-co-operative.”

Democrats Protest 
Against Closed Ways 
Committee Meeting on 
Reciprocal Pacts. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (AP)— 
A secret session of House Ways 
and Means Committee Repub- 
licans to make a partisan survey 
of the administration's reciprocal 
trade program drew quick protests 
today from Democrats. 

Some Republicans have called 
for curtailment of the administra- 
tion’s broad tariff-cutting ‘powers 
and yesterday’s unusual session 
apparently was a move by G.O.P. 
members of the committee to 
agree among themselves on a re- 
vision plan, 


Voicing the sentiment of Demo- 


cratic members, Representative 
Forand (Dem.), Rhode Island, told 
reporters, “If they want to ride 
rough-shod, there is nothing we 
can do but protest.” He added he 
doesn’t think “the people of the 
country will react favorably.” 


Absent from the meeting—along 
with the Democrats—were repre- 
sentatives of the State Depart- 
ment who have championed the 
reciprocal trade pacts as vital to 
operation of this country’s foreign 
policies. 


The trade program permits the 
State Department to enter agree- 
ments which reduce tariffs up to 
50 per cent in return for conces- 
sions from other countries. Con- 
gressional approval is not neces- 
sary. 

There was evidence that the 
move, directed by Chairman Knut- 
son (Rep.), Minnesota, was a sur- 
prise to at least some of the Re- 
publican House leadership. Ma- 
jority Leader Halleck (Rep.), In- 
diana, said that he knew nothing 
about it. 

Representative Gearhart (Rep.), 
California, a committee member, 
asserted that action was essential 
to prevent this country from be- 
coming the “dumping ground” for 
products of the rest of the world. 


He introduced a_ resolution 
earlier calling on President Tru- 
man to suspend further reciprocal 
trade agreements until Congress 
could make a thorough study of 
their operations.

Guns, Tanks Break Arctic Silence 
In Mock Battle at 47 Below Zero 


By CLARK BEACH 

“FAIRBANKS, Alaska, Jan. 23 
(Delayed) (AP)--The American 
Arctic got its baptism of fire to- 
ary. 

The primordial silence of the 
frozen tundra was split by the 
thunder of artillery fire. Tanks 
rumbled across the ice and snow, 
creating an umexpected ice fog 
which veiled the advance. 

Soldiers of the Army Ground 
Forces charged heavily across the 
white, bitter wasteland, their 
rifles crackling and humming in 
the stillness. Pyrotechnics flashed 
garishly in the blue-gray' twi- 
light. 

It was a mock battle fought by 
Task Force Frigid, the first such 
maneuvers ever held in a north- 
ern Alaska winter, according to 
staff officers. They said it showed 
how Alaska could be defended if 
attacked. 

The party of touring newspaper 
men and photographers set out in 
weasels and jeeps before dawn to 
witness this unique test of mili- 
tary equipment and tactics. It 
was 47 degrees below zero. A dis- 
mal ice fog made it impossible 
to see more than 100 yards at sun- 
rise. The dim headlights of the 
caravan and the thick steam of 
our breaths were about all we 
could see. . 

Ice Cuts Shells’ Range. 

Howitzers of 75 and 105 milli- 
meter blasted the imaginary en- 
emy, whose advance on Fairbanks 
we were opposing. The projectiles 
made a strange, prolonged whiz- 
zing sound, caused by the metal 
piowing through masses of ice 
particles in the air. These ice 
* particles make it necessary to set 
the range at 7700 yards to hit a 
target only 6800 yards away.

The party moved to a butte 
overlooking the flat, bleak battle- 
field. A C-47 plane streaked in 
close to the hilltop, dropped one 
end of a telephone line by para- 
chute, then sped away at 120 
miles per hour to lay six miles of 
line in a few moments. The wire 
gave telephone communication be- 
tween the observation station and 
the command post. 

More artillery fire oe from 
75, 90 and 70 millimeter guns, and 
blasts roared from 60 and 81 milli- 
meter mortars. A column of tanks 
plowed across the valley, and the 
foot soldiers moved in, 

It was a small maneuver, involv- 
ing only a company of infantry, 
a battery of field artillery and a 
company of tanks. But it was 
sufficient to test equipment and 
men, which is the task force’s pur- 
pose, Altogether 800 men partic- 
ipated. 

As the firing ceased, a halftrack 
and a weasel rolled down into the 
valley and radioed the position of 
theoretically wounded men, Then 
a helicopter dipped to earth and 
evacuated them before the deadly 
cold could bring death. 

With late afternoon darkness, 
there was a lull in the mock 
struggles. 

A War Department statement 
distributed to the correspondents 
says our capabilities for warfare 
are weakest in the cold climates. 

Col, Paul V. Kane, commander 
of Task Force Frigid which is 
carrying out the operations, ex- 
plains it this way: 

“The Army is well equipped for 
the tropics and the temperate cli- 
mates but it has had little experi- 
ence in such a region as this. 

“We realized our weakness when 
we fought the Battle of the Bulge. 
There we fought under the most 
severe winter conditions under 
which American troops have oper- 
ated since the Revolution. We 
found our rations freezing, our oils 
and lubricants freezing. We had 
difficulty with our recoil mechan- 
isms. We found we were simply

Then beat the yolks of 4 
eggs and add them to the mix- 
ture. Cook one minute longer, 
then cool. Whey cool, fold.in the 
stiffly beaten egg whites. 

Line a spring mold with lady 
fingers or slices of sponge or 
angel food cake. Pour in some of 
the chocolate mixture. Then add 
a layer of cake, Repeat until the 
dish is full. Set in icebox over- 
night and before serving, turn out 
on a platter and cover with 
whipped cream.

Clean four pounds stewing 
chicken and cut in serving pieces.

Brown in one-third cup fat in a 
gallon size saucepan or chicken 
fryer. Add five cups water and 
simmer for one hour, Add three 
tomatoes, peeled (one-half pound 
each) and two large onions in 
slices and two and one-quarter 
teaspoons salt and one-quarter 
teaspoon pep»er. Continue to sim- 
mer until chicken is nearly tender 
enough to serve. Twenty minutes 
before chicken is to be served, 
add one pound okra pods on top 
of stew and cook uncovered re- 
maining time until chicken and 
okra are tender. Add one table- 
spoon flour blended smooth with 
one-fourth cup water and stir 
gently until stew thickens slight- 
ly. Six servings. 


Rhubarb 


Hothouse rhubarb, which is al- 
ways such a lovely rosy color, has 
appeared in the markets again. 
From” California comes a fine 
recipe for making the most of it. 

Don’t peel the rhubarb, but cut 
off the top leaves and cut the 
stalks in three-quarter-inch 
lengths. Put these into a sauce- 
pan with three or four table 
spoons of water for each pound of 
rhubarb. Cover and let cook gently 
for five or six minutes. The pieces 
should be tender but whole. 

Add one-half to one cup of sugar 
and cook just long enough to dis- 
solve the sugar, stirring carefully, 
so as not to break the pieces of 
rhubarb. Pour into a colorful bowl 
and chill before serving for des- 
sert with spongecake fingers.

Bureau Drawer Knobs 


UREAU drawers that only 

move. under protest are bad 

enough but when you give a 
good yank and the knob or handle 
comes off in your fist, it’s time 
you got to work, 

Most bureau ahd desk drawer 
handles are attached either with 
a bolt and nut or with a screw. 
Knobs that are bolted on do not 
generally come completely off but 
they get awfully loose. If you 
cant’ get any results by tighten- 
ing the nut in the back, remove 
the nut and put a metal or fiber 
washer between it and the wood. 
This will remove the nut back to 
the threaded portion of the bolt 
and make it possible for you to 
tighten it securely, The more 
familiar type of bureau handle is 
the knob attached to a screw 
which is run into the front of the 
drawer. Once these knobs start 
working loose it’s just a matter 
of time before the whole works 
pull out leaving an enlarged hole 
in the drawer. Fill the hole with 
plastic wood and before it is dry, 
screw the knob back in. Give the 
plastic wood plenty of time to dry 
before you go yanking on the 
knob again. 

Needless to say, it’s folly to try 
using nails for any job of this 
type. They split the wood and 
they won't hold.

world, 

It is natural, of course, that 
labor unions should be interested 
in human rights. And one of the 
things that I hope will evolve 
from any bill of this'kind is the 
right of people to economic as 
well as political freedom. For:in- 
stance, any discrimination as to 
race or religion in obtaining work 
at any level is a violation of eco- 
nomic human rights, from my 
point of view.

I was algo visited by some other 
influential people who are hopeful 
that the International Refugee Or- 
ganization will come into being 
and who are anxious to see it 
work as well as possible. How- 
ever, they stressed to me again a 
situation of which I have heard a 
number of times lately. A certain 
directive from UNRRA, which 
seemed to have the backing of 
some of our military-government 
people, makes it possible to use a 
good deal of coercion on displaced 
persons in camps in order to make 
them accept repatriation, Ap- 
parently there is a feeling that, 
in some cases, the result is almost 
forced repatriation. That is cer- 


tainly not the intent of our gov- 
ernment here.

I was surprised to learn, from 
these guests, of the fears of many 
of our local relief agencies on the 
subject of the United Nations 
Children’s Emergency Fund. They 
feel that any appeal to individuals 
will hurt the money-raisi.g of pri# 
vate organizations, and they feel 
no assurance that the set-up of 
the children’s emerget.cy fund will 
use thes: agencies in carrying out 
the job of relief. This worries 
many of the agencies which have 
been working in the international 
field, primarily with children, 


They recognize that the mass 
feeding which may need to be 
done in the course of the next 
year or two cannot be done solely 
by private agencies, but they do 
not want to be put out of business. 
This is a problem which the board 
of the children’s emergency fund

‘medical care—and everyone wants

Ensemble Designs by Hilltop Students 


New Creations From Head to Toes Displayed by Fine Arts Class of Washington University

HE budding young designers 
Tes the School of Fine Arts of 
Washington University have 
taken a new step forward in their 
alertness as fashion authorities. 
They’ve made their debut as co- 
ordinators of complete ensembles. 
After proving their talents in the 
dress and millinery fields they 
have demonstrated that they can 
do equally as well when it comes 
to designing shoes. 

In a fashion show held at the 
Starlight Roof of Hotel Chase last 
night the complete ensemble as 
interpreted by these young design- 
ers went from head to toes. 
Equipped with an abundance of 
interesting new materials sup- 
plied them by a textile manufac- 
turer and coached by the experts 
of the St. Louis shoe industry 
they set to work, creating some 


exceptionally impressive costumes” 


that were complete in all their 
details. 

This was the first time that 
the work of the newly formed 
classes in shoe design had gone 
on parade, and it settled some 
controversial questions concerning 
the preferences of the younger 
generation, Foremost was the 
impression that Young America is 
not daunted by any material or 
trend in the execution of a pre- 
ferred theme. The students 
showed a liking for.styles with 
draped emphasis so whether they 
were dealing with fabric or with 
leather they swirled the material 
about the insteps and flaunted 
some unusual silhouettes. 

oe at the designs for the 
first time, the shoe manufactur- 
ers were surprised to find that 
bows were entirely missing and 
that the heel levels went from 
low to high. Tired of bows, they 
ignored them: entirely but they 
recognized that the height of a 
heel should be governed by the 
type of costume with which the 
shoe is to be worn, so were will- 
ing to forsake their beloved 
“flats” for spikes on occasion. 
Outstanding was a new interpre-

Among the striking evening 
frocks was the creation of Alfred 
Gernsbacher, one of the three 
male students to present their 
work. Made of black crepe, this 
dress was enhanced by a double 


ruffle of white lace over one 
shoulder. The one-sided effect 
was balanced by a similar ruffle 
extending down the opposite side 
of the skirt. An embroidered de- 
sign of sequins and rhinestones on 
the lace took forty hours to com- 
plete. 

The trend toward handwork in 
the form of beading and em- 
broidery was apparent on other 
outstanding designs.

School of Fine Arts feel proud 
of the accomplishments. It is 
interesting to learn, also, that the 
gift of the fabrics for use of the 
students was prompted by the 
creative work done by these boys 
and girls during the war when 
materials were so difficult to ob- 
tain and they were’ enhancing 
crude textiles with their own 
decorations. A class in textile de- 
sign is in the offing. 

Not only was this showing 
unique in the creative ‘styles pre- 
sented, but in the method of 
presentation, Arranged by Mar- 
jorie Wilten, the fashions were 
exhibited informally by models 
who wound their way serpentine 
fashion through the assembled 
crowd, Seats were erranged so 
that everyone had an opportunity 
to get a close-up of the clothes. 
Robert Mayes, director of the 
dress design department of the 
school supervised the making and 
selection of the fashions.

Fish Casserole 


One large can of salmon or two

Additional 
Feedings for 
Thin Children 


By Herman N. Bundesen,

HE mother of a thin, spindly 
T youngster may often wonder 
if it is worthwhile to, give 
him milk between meals as a 
means of bringing him up to 
normal weight. She is sometimes 
inclined to suspect that the extra 
milk may rob him of his appe- 
tite at mealtimes and thus lessen 
his total daily intake of food. 
Recently Dr. Irving J. Wolman 
of Philadelphia has proved by a 
study of the effects of additional 
milk feedings on undernourished 
children, that such fears are with- 
out foundation.

IN ONE GROUP of 59 children, 
an extra glass of milk was given 
one hour before noon dinner and 
again. one hour before supper. 
This program was carried out 
over a period of five months. 

The children were given pas- 
teurized milk one day and pasteur- 
ized homogenized milk the next. 
Homogenized milk is milk in 
which the cream has °* been 
thoroughly broken up and mixed 
with the remainder of the milk. 
Pr. Wolman found that these be- 
fore-meal feedings of milk failed 
to produce in any child such 
symptoms as loss of appetite, up- 
set digestion or decrease in the 
amount of food eaten.

subjected to a different type of 
study. Extra milk Was given three 
times a day one hour before each 
meal for a period of two or 
three weeks; Then a_ careful 
measurement was made of the 
amount of food taken during meal 
times. It was found that the 
amounts of food taken at meal- 
times and the amounts of the 
various nutriments such as min- 
erals, proteins and vitamins were 
approximately the same whether 
the milk was fed before meals or 
not. The added milk was a real 
supplement to the diet and it ap- 
parently made no _ difference 
whether the pasteurized or homog- 


enized type was employed. 

From these studies there was no 
evidence to warrant advising the 
discontinuance of drinking milk 
between meals. On the contrary, 
the study showed that such extra 
servings of milk are of real value 


when it is necessary to improve 
the child’s nutrition and increase 
his food intake. 


Beef a la Mode 


Three pounds top round, one 
large carrot, one large onién, 
sliced, one thick slice rye bread, 
three-fourths cup tomato puree, 
one clove garlic, two teaspoons 
salt, pepper, paprika.

North’s hand offered a difficult 
opening bid problem. One spade 
would be embarrassing if South 
responded with twd diamonds or 
two clubs—North wasn’t strong 
enough to bid two no trump on 
the second round. Thus; all in all, 
the one-club bid was the least of 
evils. 

West opened his fourth-highest 
diamond. East won and returned 
the diamond five. West ducked 
this return, playing the eight in 
an attempt to make declarer be- 
lieve he had started with only a 
four-card suit and that East still 
had a diamond for communica- 
tion, 

Declarer overtook his own dia- 
mond nine with the jack in order 
to lead a heart from dummy. 
East played low and South won 
with the ace, Dummy was re 
entered with a club and another 
heart was led. Now, when East’s 
queen appeared, declarer ducked, 
more than willing to let East hold 
this trick. If he could return a 
diamond, that meant only three 
diamond tricks for the enemy; if 
he couldn't, things were all the 
brighter. The crucial point was 
that East, not West, was winning 
the present trick; that declarer 
now could expect to take three 
hearts, the diamond already 
home, three clubs—and then 
could safely finesee against the 
spade king into the non-danger 
hand, East. S 

That was the way things 
worked out. Indeed, when South 
slyly led the spade jack through 
West, that defender failed to cov- 
er, and since he had to discard 
two diamonds on a club and a 
heart, he was finally thrown in 
with the diamond ace and had to 
give South an extra trick by 
leading from the spade king.
